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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more 
than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Wallis et al. (U.S. Patent No. 3,770,625). 
The reference discloses removing viruses from a liquid with an 
activated carbon containing filter, and further discloses (see 
col. 3, lines 12-13) that only "virus free fluid" exits the 
filter. Accordingly, this reference filter is deemed to have the 
recited PRI and VRI . 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office 
action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 7 and 9-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Wallis et al. The reference discloses 
the claimed invention with the exception of the bulk density of 
the filter material (claims 7 and 15), and the recited user 
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information. However, the exact bulk density of the filter of 
Wallis et al is not seen to materially affect the overall 
operation of this reference device, or to produce any new and 
unexpected result; and is therefore deemed to be an obvious 
matter of choice in design, insufficient to patentably 
distinguish claims 7 and 15. Also, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to provide the filter of Wallis et al, with operating 
instructions, in order to communicate such information to a 
potential user of this device. 

Claims 8 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wallis et al. as applied above, and further in 
view of Shmidt et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,904,854). The modified 
primary reference discloses the claimed invention with the 
exception of the use of activated carbon having a different size 
and/or shape. Shmidt et al. discloses purifying water with 
activated carbon having different sizes and shapes; and it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to provide the filter of Wallis et al. 
with the activated carbon mixture of Shmidt et al., in order to 
obtain the advantages disclosed by this secondary reference for 
the system of the modified primary reference. 
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Sauer (U.S. Patent No. 1,539,775) and Owen (U.S. Patent No. 
2,701,792) disclose similar filters for removing pathogens from 
water with activated carbon.
